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Eggs  -  As  egg  production  declined,  demand  from  civilian  and  governmental  agencies 
increased,  causing  the  supply  situation  to  be  very  tight. 

Butter  -  Market  continued  firm,  "but  retail  sales  have  slackened  due  to  the  lack 
of  red  points  and  high  temperatures. 

Poultry  -  There  is  no  let  up  in  demand  for  dressed  poultry.    The  announcement 
by  the  OPA  of  new  ceiling  prices  for  poultry  on  a  coiintry  zone  "basis  caused 
considerable  corameht;  however,  general  opinion  was  that  price  changes  were  con^ 
sidered  to  be  of  minor  importance.

Beef  -  The  general  demand  for  beef  was  fairly  broad  as  the  daily  supxjlies  con- 
tinue very  light,    (Quality  of  steer  beef  was  largely  Good, 

Lamb  -  (Quality  of  lamb  is  of  much  v;ider  range  with  more  liberal  offerings  of 
Utility'-  and  Commercial  grades.    All  grades  arc  finding  a  ready  alesjcanco  on  a 
strong  market. 

Pork  -  A  very  light  volume  of  pork  cuts  moved  on  a  strong  market.

The  receipts  of  apricots  hpve  dropped  off.    Good  quality  loganberries  arc 
arriving.    Quite  a  few  boyscnbcrries  are  available.    Other  berries  arc  in  light 
supply.    More  new  apples  arc  arriving,  but  the  supply  is  still  light.  l*/hite 
Astrachans  are  lower.    Avocados  are  scarce  and  high.    The  supply  of  cantaloups 
is  increasing.    Better  quality  cherries .  coming  from  Santa  Clara  and  Santa  Cruz 
county,  are  selling  at  ceiling.    Figs  are  somewhat  lower.    Black  Mission  figs  are 
quite  plentiful,.    Very  few  grapes  arc  available  as  yet.    ITectarines  are  in 
lighter  supply  and  higher.

Tornr.toes  are  in  moderate  to  liberal  supply  and  slightly  higher.    Squash  is  in 
moderate  supply.    Snap  beans  and  cucumbers  arc  slightly  lower  due  to  a  change  in 
ceiling.    Asparagus  is  in  light  supply  and  considerably  higher.    Artichokes  are 
scarce  and  high.    Cauliflower  is  scarce  and  the  quality  is  poor,-    Corn  is  fairly 
plentiful  and  slightly  lower.    Peas  are  scarce  with  all  qualities  at  ceiling» 
The  supply  of  green  peppers  has  increased.    Potatoes  axe  a  shade  higher.  Ca^b^e 
is  lower.    There  is  no  change  in  supply  or  price  of  onions,  lettuce,  carrots  and 
spinach>. 
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Butter  -  Markets  continued  firm  at  wholesale  price  levels.    Retail  sales  continued 
to  lag  rather  sharply  due  in  part  to  lack  of  red  ration  points  and  summer  heat. 

SgTS  -  The  decline  in  sales  of  egi;s  from  week  to  v/eek  is  larger  than  the  decline 
in  production. 

Po-gltry  -  "he  arrival  of  live  poultry  last  week  v;as  interrupted  "by  the  holiday 
on  ''ednesday  ajid  average  receipts  per  day  were  quite  light,    Distrioutors  of 
dressed  poultry  were  -ojiable  to  satisfy  the  demand.

Early  Bartlett  pears  arc  just  starting,  and  selling  at 
ceiling.    Apricots  are  in  moderate  supply  and  Kill  be  available  for  canning  for 
about  tv^o  more  weeks.     There  are  more  G-ravenstein  apples  from  Sonoma.  County  on 
the  market  at  a  slightly  higher  price,    l^^lite  Astrican  apples  are  a  little  lower. 
Avocados  are  scrrce  and  high.    The  cherry  season  is  nerrly  over.     Those  available 
are  from  Oregon  and  some  from  Santa  Cruz  county.

Apples 
are  fairly  plentiful.    The  apricot  season  is  winding  up  fast  and  this  is  about 
the  last  call  for  canning.    Cantaloups  are  in  fairly  liberal  supply,  but  a  little 
higher  due  to  strong  demand.    There  are  only  a  few  Oregon  cherries  on  the  market. 
Quite  a  few  Bartlett  pears  are  available  at  ceiling  or  a  little  below.  Bananas 
are  moving  readily  at  ceiling.     There  is  no  change  in  avocados ,  berries ,  figs , 
citrus  fruits  and  plums . 


Snap  beans,  cucumbers  and  s'ommer  souash  are  all  in  heavy  supply  and  low  priced. 
Tomatoes  are  in  liberal  supply,  but  there  has  been  no  price  change  due  to  heavy 
demand.    Artichokes  and  asparagus  are  scarce  and  high.     Cabbage  is  a  little  lov/er, 
G-ood  corn  is  fairly  high  while  the  poorer  grade  is  considerably  lower.  Peppers 
and  eggplant  are  m.ore  plentiful  and  lower.

Sggs  -  The  production  of  eggs  continues  to  decline,  "but  the  actual  volu-me  moving 
into  retail  outlets  did  not  fully  reflect  the  drop  in  receipts,  due  to  the  use  of 
cold  storage  eggs  and  the  arrival  of  eggs  from  the  Central  Western  States, 

Poultry  -  The  demand  for  dressed  poultry  continues  to  far  exceed  the  supply. 


Beef  -  There  v/as  a  little  larger  volume  of  "beef  in  many  retail  outlets.  The 
quality  continued  to  iDe  made  up  largely  of  Good  in  the  steer  and  heifer  division, 
with  some  Commercial  grade. 

Lam"b  -  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  slaughter,  with  output  finding  a  ready 
early  clearance,     Q,ueulity  was  mostly  G-ood  and  Choice. 

Pork  -  A  very  scant  supply  of  pork  cuts  to  meet  a  very  "broad  demand.

Cantaloups  are  the  best  "buy  among  fresh  fruits  this  week,  and  are  lower  due 
to  a  change  in  ceiling,    Cranshaw.  Persian  and  Honey dew  melons  are  all  making 
an  appearance  on  the  market.     The  cherry  season  is  over.     There  are  only  a  few 
figs  availa"ble  due  to  in--"betv/een-season  harvesting.    Apples  are  fairly  plentiful. 
Apricots  are  nearly  gone,    G-raTpes  are  in  light  supply,  "but  lower  due  to  a  change 
in  ceiling,    I'ectarines  are  a  little  lower.     There  is  a  good  demand  for  pe aches 
and  the  suxjply  will  "be  good  for  the  next  few  weeks.    There  are  quite  a  few 
Bartlctt  pears  on  the  market.    Watermelons  are  in  moderate  supply.     There  is  no 
change  in  avocados ,  "berries .  citrus  fruits  and  plums . 

SnaT3  "beans f,  cucmn"bers  and  squash  are  the  "best  fresh  vegeta'ble  "buys.    All  of  these 
vegota"bles  are  in  good  supply  and  lower*     G-ood  quality  celery  is  high.  Sweet 
corn  is  in  moderate  supply  and  a  little  lovrer.     There  are  very  few  dry  onions,  "but 
the  nev7  crop  v/ill  "be  along  in  a  few  days.     G-reen  peppers  are  lower  and  in  good 
supply.
